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HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY 


THE  EIGHTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD 
OF  MANAGEMENT  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY, 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1920-1921. 

The  Trustees  and  Managers  of  the  House  of  Industry  beg  leave 
to  submit  our  Report  of  the  work  of  this  Charitable  Institution 
for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1921. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  had  in  the  house,  227  Inmates, 
which  is  an  increase  of  27  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The 
cost  of  maintenance  of  this  part  of  our  work  was  $20,209.96,  or  an 
increased  cost  compared  with  last  year  of  $3,950.19.  The  cost  per 
person  per  day  was  50.87  cents  as  against  a  cost  of  46  cents  for  the 
previous  year.  Of  the  227  Inmates,  practically  none  Avere  able  to 
do  any  kind  of  work,  and  of  this  number  onU  about  10  per  cent, 
were  able  to  contribute  anything  towards  their  maintenance.  The 
daily  average  number  of  Inmates  in  the  house  Avas  105.  Of  the  total 
number  of  registered  Inmates,  140  Avere  males  and  87  Avere  females. 
A  number  of  Avomen  Inmates  do  some  knitting,  and  assist  Avith  the 
mending. 

OUTDOOR  RELIEF. 

The  Outdoor  Relief  work  consists  of  assistance  gUen  to  families 
in  their  homes.  This  Department  of  our  Avork,  OAving  to  unemploy¬ 
ment,  AAdiich  became  acute  in  the  Fall,  has  increased  95  per  cent. 
OA"er  last  year.  The  work  of  investigation  Avas  carried  on  mainly 
by  four  paid  trained  investigators,  a  report  being  made  on  eA^ery 
family  receiving  assistance,  and  a  constant  superAusion  of  all  fami¬ 
lies  being  maintained. 

The  number  of  families  for  AAdiom  applications  for  assistance 
AA’as  received,  Avas  2,031.  Of  this  number,  229  Avere  not  assisted  for 
A'arious  reasons.  The  number  of  families  assisted,  auz.,  1,802,  com¬ 
prised  7,482  persons,  this  being  an  increase  of  875  families  or  3,551 
persons  as  compared  with  last  year.  Of  this  number  313  families 
liad  sickness  in  the  homes,  many  cases  being  contagious  diseases  re¬ 
ported  from  the  Medical  Health,  City  Relief  Office  and  Amrious  other 
agencies.  392  cases  Avere  widows.  1,197  families  received  assistance 
for  the  first  time.  The  cost  of  this  part  of  the  Avork  amounted  to 
$103,058.35.  This  is  $74,511.58  more  than  last  year,  an  increase  of 
360  per  cent,  or  an  average  cost  of  $57.20  per  family,  as  against 
$30.80  last  year.

The  high  cost  of  supplies  and  the  almost  complete  assistance 
given  is  responsible  for  the  heavy  expenditure  and  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  1914  and  1915  years,  was  the  largest  amount  in  our  ex- 
})ei*ience. 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  report  that  although  the  expenditure 
was  more  in  the  years  1914  and  1915  with  the  low  cost  of  every¬ 
thing,  we  gave  assistance  to  some  6,114  families  comprising  24,763 
persons  at  a  cost  per  family  of  $21,50  cents,  the  total  expenditure 
being  $131,699.57. 

In  connection  Avith  the  applications  made  for  assistance,  8,350 
Ausits  Avere  made,  and  Avritten  reports  given  in  by  onr  IiiATstigators. 
This  does  not  include  many  calls  made  in  the  continuance  of  relief. 
During  the  past  year  a  number  of  Returned  Soldiers’  families  Avere 
still  compelled  to  receive  assistance,  the  number  being  177  and  the 
cost  $10,124,40. 

Onr  motor  truck  still  continues  to  prove  its  great  value  and 
efficiency  in  the  delivery  of  emergency  orders  of  coal,  groceries  and 
bread,  and  has  been  instrumental  in  relieving  much  suffering,  as  it 
enables  ns  to  give  immediate  help  in  cases  of  sickness  and  in  homes 
Avhere  there  was  absolutely  no  fire  nor  food,  and  no  other  method 
available  of  getting  these  supplies  to  them  the  same  day  that  the 
request  Avas  made.  All  such  cases  of  urgent  need,  reported  as  late 
as  5  p.m.,  are  relieved  the  same  day.  The  number  of  deliveries  made 
1)}"  the  car  during  the  year  Avas  5,424. 

AVAYFARERS  ’  LODGE. 

The  people  avIio  are  assisted  by  the  City  in  the  Lodge  are  those 
Avho  claim  the  City  as  their  place  of  residence,  and  those  from  other 
municipalities.  Of  the  former  class,  1,105  received  assistance,  and 
of  the  latter  class,  231  Avere  sheltered  in  the  Lodge  from  April  1st, 
1920,  to  March  31st,  1921.  This  is  an  increase  from  last  year  of 
1,110  persons  sheltered  in  the  Lodge,  or  591  per  cent.  Of  the  1,336, 
670  Avere  under  30  years  of  age,  445  Avere  from  30  to  60  years  of 
age  and  221  were  over  60  years  of  age. 


HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  at  the  end  of  last  year  showed  a  total 
liability  of  $20,040.88.  Onr  expenses  for  this  year  amounted  to 
$129,256.12,  making  a  total  of  $153,297.00,  as  against  $66,055.20, 
one  year  ago.  The  receipts  from  all  sources  amounted  to  $92,735.27, 
thus  leaving  a  total  liability  at  the  end  of  onr  year  of  $60,561.73.

We  refer  you  for  further  information  as  to  the  financial  con- 
dition^  to  the  Treasurer’s  Statement,  and  to  the  Superintendent’s 
Report,  which  give  separate  details  of  all  branches  of  work  done  in 
connection  with  the  House. 

The  Superintendent,  Mr.  A.  Laughlen,  and  his  wife,  have  per¬ 
formed  their  duties  with  efficiency  and  faithfulness. 

The  spiritual  welfare  of  the  Inmates  is  well  looked  after  by 
Ministers  of  the  various  denominations.  Numerous  concerts  and 
suppers  have  been  provided  by  friends  of  the  House,  and  were  much 
appreciated.  We  sincerel}^  appreciate  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all 
classes  of  workers  and  earnestly  ask  for  further  interest  and  help 
on  the  part  of  all  citizens  generally,  in  carrying  on  this  most  neces¬ 
sary  and  deserving  work.  We  desire  also  to  express  our  hearty 
thanks  to  the  Consumers  Gas  Company  for  their  generous  gift 
of  1000  tons  of  coke. 

We  regret  to  have  to  record  the  removal  by  death  of  Mr.  J. 
Harry  Paterson  and  Rev.  Dean  Moyna.  Mr.  Paterson  was  appoint¬ 
ed  a  Manager  of  the  House  in  1890  and  a  Trustee  in  1897.  He  was 
appointed  Treasurer  of  the  Board  in  1906,  which  position  he  filled 
with  great  efficiency  and  satisfaction  to  all.  His  presence  will  be 
greatly  missed.  Rev.  Dean  Moyna  was  appointed  a  Board  Manager 
in  1916  and  Avas  very  faithful  in  attendance  at  all  meetings. 

AVe  AAnsh  to  report  during  the  past  year  the  appointments  of 
Mr.  John  O’Neil,  M.  P.  P.,  Dr.  Fred  L.  Grassett,  and  Mr.  John  H. 
Ince  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Management,  and  also  of  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  John  H.  Ince  as  Treasurer  of  the  House  of  Industry.

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REPORT  OF  AVAYFARERS’  LODGE 

HOMELESS  POOR  OF  TORONTO 

Tlie  number  wlio  found  shelter  at  the  AYayfarers’  Lodge  during 
the  year,  April,  1920,  to  April,  1921,  was  1,105,  the  number  for  the 
three  consecutive  years  being  151,  141  and  1,105. 

The  total  number  of  nights  for  this  class  of  persons  was  12,050 
or  an  average  of  11  nights  for  each  person  for  year. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $4,871.02. 

POOR  FROM  OTHER  COUNTRIES 

The  number  who  came  from  outside  the  City  and  found  shelter 
in  the  Lodge  was  231,  the  total  number  for  the  three  consecutive 
years  being  74,  85,  and  231. 

The  total  number  of  nights  given  to  this  class  was  2,518,  or  an 
average  of  11  nights  for  each  person  in  the  year. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $1,018.38. 

Therefore  the  total  number  sheltered  in  the  AYayfarers’  Lodge 
last  year,  homeless  poor  of  Toronto,  and  poor  from  other  countries, 
was  1,336,  the  number  for  the  three  consecutive  years  being  225, 
226,  and  1,336. 

The  number  of  wmmen  wdio  found  shelter  in  'the  Lodge  was 
12,  9  being  from  the  City  and  3  from  outside  points.  Number  of 
nights’  shelter  received  by  'women,  88,  included  above.  10  children 
accompanied  by  their  mothers  'were  sheltered  245  nights. 

Hence  the  total  number  of  persons,  men  and  Avomen,  was  1,336, 
and  the  total  number  of  nights  was  14,568. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Lodge  for  the  year  was  $5,889.30.  For 
three  consecutive  years  the  cost  'was  $2,697.25;  $1,896.22;  $5,889.30. 

The  number  of  meals  supplied  casuals  w'as  40,848,  at  a  cost  of 
6  cents  per  meal. 

The  average  number  in  the  building  of  casuals  during  the  winter 
months,  per  night,  wms  92.

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Those  admitted  to  the  Lodge  during  the  winter  months  received 
three  meals  per  day  and  lodging  npon  performance  of  the  labor 
test.  A  warm  bath  is  provided  for  all  casuals  and  clothing  i*s 
cleansed  by  steam  process,  and  cleanliness  being  compulsory.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  summer  months  the  AYayfarers  are  limited  to  2  nights  per 
month.  At  the  request  of  His  AYorship,  the  Mayor,  casuals  are 
admitted  until  11.30  p.  m. 

All  of  those  who  have  had  the  nianagement  of  the  Lodge  did  the 
work  required  of  them  faithfully  and  satisfactorily.

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KEPORT  OF  OUTDOOR  RELIEF 

The  demands  made  upon  the  House  of  Industry  for  outdoor  re¬ 
lief  or  relief  given  to  families  at  their  homes,  during  the  year  just 
closed,  have  been  much  greater  than  in  recent  years. 

This  increase  was  due  in  a  large  measure  to  business  depression 
with  the  consequent  unemployment  and  distress.  While  there  has 
been  a  good  deal  of  destitution,  we  have  reason  to  be  thankful  that 
the  winter  was  a  mild  one,  otherwise  the  suffering  in  our  city  would 
have  been  increased  many  fold. 

The  number  of  families  assisted  last  year  was  1,802,  almost  twice 
as  many  as  the  preceding  year,  but  not  by  any  means  a  record,  as 
in  the  year  1915-1916  there  were  2,002  families  assisted  and  in  1914- 
1915  there  were  6,114  families,  including  13,987  children,  given  re¬ 
lief  by  this  institution. 

The  following  statement  of  families  assisted  with  cost  of  sup¬ 
plies  for  the  past  few  years  may  be  of  interest.

The  1,802  families  assisted  were  comprised  of  7,482  persons, 
including  4,448  children. 

Among  the  causes  of  destitution,  sickness  was  an  important 
factor,  there  being  313  families  assisted  on  that  account.

There  Avere  tAvo  investigators  employed  by  the  House  up  to  the 
first  of  January,  AA^hen  OAAung  to  the  increase  of  applications  tAvo 
additional  ones  Avere  engaged.  These  investigators  made  8,350 
visits  giving  a  Avritten  report  in  eacli  case  Avhich  is  kept  on  file  in 
the  Office.

Your  Committee  might  enlarge  on  the  difficulties  contended 
with  and  overcome  but  think  that  the  above  list  of  supplies  dis¬ 
tributed  by  this  Institution  will  give  you  a  fairly  good  idea  of  the 
heavy  demands  that  have  been  made  and  promptly  and  thoroughly 
dealt  with  during  the  year  just  closed. 

Owing  to  special  conditions  the  amount  of  supplies  given  to 
each  family  Avas  greatly  increased  over  previous  years  by  the 
addition  of  meat,  butter,  vegetables  and  dried  fruits,  making  an 
average  cost  per  family  of  $57.27  as  compared  with  $30.80  for  the 
preceding  year. 

The  aim  of  the  House  of  Industry  has  always  been  to  give 
assistance  in  the  simplest  and  most  direct  Avay  and  free  from  un¬ 
necessary  regulations.  While  care  is  taken  to  protect  the  House 
against  imposition  and  fraud,  e^mry  known  case  of  need  receives 
careful  consideration  and  sympathetic  treatment  at  its  hands. 

We  liaA^e  never  approA^ed  of  undue  publicity  in  carrying  on  our 
relief  AA’ork  and  liaA^e  endeavored  to  treat  all  applications  and  the 
reports  of  our  investigators  as  confidential,  so  that  those  whom  mis¬ 
fortune  has  compelled  to  ask  for  assistance  may  accept  it  without 
the  loss  of  their  self  respect. 

The  Superintendent,  Mr.  Laughlen,  and  his  Avife  have  given  the 
same  careful  attention  to  the  Avork  of  this  department  as  in  the  past 
and  their  faithful  serAuce  is  fully  appreciated  by  your  Committee.

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ANNUAL  REPOliT  OF  LADIES’  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 

HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  following  gratifying  re¬ 
port  for  the  Ladies’  Committee  for  the  years  1920-1921. 

Ill  the  month  of  November  we  were  asked  by  the  Board  of  Mana¬ 
gers  to  co-operate  with  them  in  securing  the  services  of  a  lady  col¬ 
lector  for  the  House.  The  Ladies’  Committee  requested  that  they 
might  be  allowed  to  be  present  at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Management;  the  request  was  most  courteously  granted, 
and  in  this  Avay  we  have  found  our  meetings  much  more  interesting, 
as  it  enables  us  to  hear  the  different  reports  read  and  discussed  and 
brings  us  more  in  touch  with  the  workings  of  the  House,  and  we 
hope  that  in  time  we  may  be  of  some  more  service  to  the  Board. 

The  House  has  been  kept  up  to  its  usual  standard  of  cleanliness 
and  good  order  by  Mrs.  Laughlen  and  her  assistants,  a  condition 
much  appreciated  by  all.  Some  rugs  were  bought  for  the  women’s 
dining  room,  also  a  comfortable  sofa  purchased  with  a  sum  of  money 
left  in  our  care  by  a  friend.  These  add  greatly  to  the  appearance 
of  the  room. 

The  women  have  made  six  new  mattresses  and  given  help  in  the 
usual  Aveekly  mending.  They  have  seemed  happy  and  cheerful. 
The  health  of  both  men  and  Avomen  has  been  good.  Twenty-seven 
deaths  liaA^e  taken  place  during  the  year,  seventeen  men  and  ten 
Avomen. 

To  the  folloAving  kind  friends  of  the  House  Ave  offer  our  most 
grateful  thanks :  Mrs.  Coles,  for  her  generous  supply  of  plum  pud¬ 
dings  at  Christmas;  Miss  Bryan,  bird  and  cage;  Dufferin  School, 
dinner  and  concert;  Miss  Fidler  and  friends,  tea;  St.  George’s 
Church  Bible  Class,  tea  and  concert ;  Marantha  Hall,  tea  and  con¬ 
cert,  also  concert  each  month ;  Muir  Aat.  Mission,  ThanksgiAung 
Supper,  also  tea  and  concert;  ClarkeAvood  Club,  concert;  Parlia¬ 
ment  Street  Methodist  and  Mission  Circle,  concert  and  refresh¬ 
ments;  Y.AY.C-A.,  tAvo  concerts  and  refreshments;  Mrs.  H.  Fore¬ 
man  and  Mr.  SmallAvood,  tea  and  concert ;  SaHation  Army,  concert 
and  refreshments.  The  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind 
kindly  sent  gifts  to  three  blind  men  and  eight  Avonien;  they  also 
sent  each  Aveek  an  instructress  to  teach  bag  Aveaving,  and  a  lady  to 
read  stories  to  the  inmates. 

The  sum  of  fifty  dollars  Avas  given -to  the  Ladies’  Committee  by 
an  unknoAvn  friend,  through  the  kindness  of  one  of  the  members 
of  the  Board,  to  proAude,  in  addition  to  the  daily  fare,  some  extra 
cheer  for  the  inmates.  This  sum  Avas  spent  on  a  ^Giigh  tea”  and 
concert  of  a  specially  enjoyable  character,  on  February  25th. 
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Canon  Dixon  kindly  acted  as  Chairman.  The  surplus  we  handed 
to  Mrs.  Laughlen  to  buy  something  for  the  Infirmaries. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Rotary  Club  for  their  kindness  in  pro¬ 
viding  a  gramophone  for  the  occasion ;  also  to  Mrs.  Templeton,  Miss 
J.  Barclay,  and  Miss  Mary  Laidlaw  for  their  helping  with  the 
musical  programme. 

AVe  regret  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Harry  Paterson,  the  capable 
and  efficient  Treasurer,  who  for  so  many  years  gave  so  much  of  his 
time  and  energy  for  the  good  of  the  House,  and  we  feel  that  his 
place  on  the  Board  will  be  difficult  to  fill. 

AVe  greatly  regret  that  our  Convener,  Mrs.  Forsyth  Grant,  is 
still  unable  to  be  with  us  through  continued  illness.

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EEPORT  OF  THE  VISITING  PHYSICIAN 

HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY,  TORONTO. 

For  tlie  Year  Ended  March  31st,  1921. 

During  the  past  year  121  persons  have  been  admitted  to  the 
House,  80  of  whom  have  left  for  varying  reasons;  27  have  died  and 
120  are  on  the  Registers  as  inmates  on  the  31st  of  March.  The 
deaths  have  been  incident  for  the  most  part  to  cardio-vascnlar  dis¬ 
ease  and  17  men  and  10  women  have  died. 

AVhen  patients  snccnmb  to  acute  illness,  we  follow  the  custom  of 
former  years  and  arrange  for  their  transfer  to  the  Toronto  General 
Hospital,  receiving  the  patients  back  again  in  their  convalescence. 
AVe  do  not  send  to  the  Hospital  those  whom  we  consider  to  lie  in 
their  last  illness. 

AA"e  have  had  no  infections  in  the  House  during  the  past  year 
lieyond  what  are  usually  called  common  colds,  and  of  these  we  have 
had  verv  few  out-breaks. 

Of  our  present  inmates  8  women  and  3  men  are  suffering  from 
deficient  vision,  4  are  mentally  deranged,  3  of  whom  are  on  parole 
from  the  Ontario  Provincial  Hospital,  5  are  physically  crippled 
and  one  is  deaf  and  dumb. 

AA"e  find  the  general  condition  of  these  people  well  adapted  to 
onr  Institution  and  it  is  my  pleasure  to  report  that  the  care  and 
attention  given  to  all  inmates  by  the  staff  is  as  it  should  be.
